The references of record do not teach the limitations "forming or providing a 
solution containing 'metal ions and carbon nanotubes, and co-depositing the metal ions 
and the carbon nanotubes onto a substrate utilizing the solution to form a metal layer" 
and "said co-depositing including spin coating onto the substrate at a rotation speed of 
between about 20 and about 100 rpm for a time of between about 1 and about 5 
minutes and annealing the substrate at a temperature of between about 200 and about 
500 °C for a time of between about 1 and about 200 minutes" in a method of fabricating 
an IC having a conductive layer including carbon nanotubes.
